Section 10.1-1402(11) of the Code of Virginia provides the Waste Management Board the 
authority to promulgate regulations to carry out its powers and duties. 
 
Section 10.1-1402(16) of the Code of Virginia provides the Waste Management Board the 
authority to collect permit application fees for nonhazardous facilities sufficient only to defray 
the costs of issuing permits. 
 
Section 10.1-1402.1 of the Code of Virginia provides governing standards for the development 
of these regulations.

The purpose of the regulation is to protect public health and/or welfare with the least possible 
costs and intrusiveness to the citizens and businesses of the Commonwealth. 
 
The purpose of the regulation is to provide for the collection of minimum fees from applicants 
for solid waste management facility permits to fund efficient, timely and effective review of the 
application.  The fees are collected to recover a portion of the agency's costs associate with 
processing of applications for nonhazardous solid waste permits. 
 
According to the Permit Fee Program Evaluations, prepared pursuant to § 10.1-1402.1(3) of the 
Code of Virginia, the percentage of permit program costs received from permit fees are as 
follows:

The funds received from permit application fees are a relatively low portion of the funds used for 
the support of the permit program.  Although permit fees have not increased since the program 
was implemented, the permit program currently has adequate funds to review and issue permits 
and permit fees need not increase.  However, based on current trends of revenue, expenditures of 
the fund will exceed the revenue received as permit fees sometime in FY 2004.  Since the fund 
currently supports six permit writer positions, the agency will need to find another source of 
revenue to fund these positions or increase permit applications fees in the future.  The 
department will continue to monitor this trend and, if necessary, may request to modify the 
permit fee regulation prior to the next periodic review.

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income by placing the costs of solid waste permitting directly on the regulated entities, rather 
than the public at large.
